Buenos Ayres, Feb. 6. — In attacks 


upon police several rioters were killed, 
about GO were injured and some 250 
•were arrested. Order has been com- 
pletely restored and tfie city presents 
a normal aspect. 
Ex-Prefeident Roca 


has telegraphed President Quintana ot- 
tering his services in aid of the restor- 
ation of order. The province of Santa 
Fe is reported tranquil. With a view 
to avoiding bloodshed the government 
has sent a sufficiently large force to 
Mendoza and Cordova to easily over- 
power the few hundreds of revolution- 
aries. It is hoped the latter will be 
forced to surrender without fighting. 
There are 5,000 men marching on these 
two towns by different routes. 


Sittings Suspended. 


St. Louis, Feb 6. — Sittings of the 


courtmartial which is trying Lieuten- 
ant Albert E Mobjfi in the administra- 
tion building -at Jefferson barracks, 
have been suspended pending a ruling 
from General Wint. The trial is the 
outcome of a courtmartial held in No- 
vember. Lieutenant Mohn was then 
charged with "conduct unbecoming an 
officer and gentleman" and was acquit- 
ted. He then was tried for insubordi- 
nation and convicted. The case was 
appealed and finally reached the presi- 
dent, who ordered the case retried. 


Assaulted and Murdered. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. G. — The dead 


tody of Mrs. John A. Kirkpatriclc was 
found in the back yard of an unoccu- 
pied house in Allegheny, only a short 
distance from her home. She had been 
murdered, and the morgue physician 
states that the woman had been crimi- 
nally asaulted. Mrs. Kirkpatrick's as- 
sailant is supposed to be some man 
•who was at least an acquaintance of 
hers. Norman Geyser, a former ad- 
mirer of the woman, is held on sus- 
picion. 


Shipping at Standstill. 


Boston, Feb. C. — The New England 


coast south of Cape Cod is tight in the 
grasp of one of the most extensive ice 
embargoes of recent winters.

In Boston harbor the only inconveni- 
ence was caused by floating ice, south 


• of the cape conditions were far differ- 


ent. Nantucket sound being almost 
completely closed over, while Vineyard 
sound was filled with ice. Narragan- 
sett bay is full of ice, and shipping 
there is practically at a standstill.

SchoolteachlnK uud Its He wards. 


1 "Does sfhoolteaching pnyV" is a (]ues 
tion which finds various answer^, but 
mostly negative ones, in the mouths of 
the teachers themselves, says Arthur 
Goodrich in Leslie's Magazine. "Any 
man who has brains enough to earn 
$1.200 a year teaching," declared one 
toucher to Mr. Goodrich, "can make 
$12,000 a year doing something else." 
Another, a high school principal, de- 
cried his vocation not because of its 
small financial returns, but "because a 
man 
likes 
respect 
and 
reputation 


among men, and few men respect a 
schoolteacher." Only one out of elev- 
en teachers inten iewed by Mr. Good- 
rich felt satisfied with Ins work. 
"I 


make enough money," this one said, 
"probably as much as I could in an- 
other profession. 
I imagine the ma- 


jority of people respect me as much 
as I respect the majority of people. I 
find a great deal of satisfaction in my 
work, and few even wealthy men. have 
as long a vacation." 


Xo professional course of study is re- 


quired of a man who is to teach. The 
qualifications as outlined by a well 
known superintendent are: "First,-char- 
acter; second, scholarship—a university 
education if possible; third, physical 
health; fourth, aptitude." 
Yet it is 


difficult to find enough good teachers, 
according to the statements of super- 
intendents, and difficult to keep them 
when once obtained. But a small per- 
centage of college graduates take up 
teaching, and many of these go into 
other lines of work at the first oppor- 
tunity. Out of a graduating class of 
280 at Princeton last year but twelve 
expressed au intention to teach. 


This evident prejudice against teach- 


ing as a profession is hard for an out- 
sider to understand unless it be due to 
the same spirit of unrest which make; 
men of every profession find fault with 
their lives. It is doubtful if the aver- 
age doctor or lawyer finds more pleas- 
ure in his work than the average teach- 
er does in his. The schoolteacher is gen- 
erally sheltered from uncongenial per- 
sons, and as to salaries, while they range 
for women and men from .$200 a year to 
$5,000, the average salary of men 
teachers in public schools in New Jer- 
sey, for example, is $87 a month. The 
average income of the doctors oi the 
United States has been estimated at 
$750 a year. 


Beyond the question of money there 


is an indirect reward for the school- 
teacher which men of other professions 
have not. The doctor may point to re- 
markable cures, the lawyer to tbe win- 
ning of a great law case, but the suc- 
cessful teacher has an army of wit- 
nesses, themselves doctors and lawyers 
and business men, whose success is in 
part his own, whose minds he has 
molded, whose impulses he has stead- 
ied, whose ambitions he has encour- 
aged. Herein lies bis real reward. 


As for the future of the teacher, with 


the growing consolidation of schools, 
the tendency extending even, into the 
rural districts, his position becomes 
more permanent and his chances of ad- 
vancemeut better. In the larger cities 
teachers are pensioned after long serv- 
ice. Hen have failed in every profes- 
sion, and there are perhaps as many 
who have found teaching worth while 
as those who have succeeded in other 
lines. 


It is becoming clear that the Japa- 


nese haven't a monopoly in heroism 
after all. 
The Russian soldier who 


"kept on being shot" until he was full 
of bullet boles, yet maintained his nerve 
and cheerfulness, is a case in point 
And the gallant defense of Port Arthur 
didn't exhaust the pluck and patriotism 
of the garrison. Out of 220 officers in- 
cluded in the surrender only eighty, it 
was reported, gave their parole in or- 
der to evade the ordeal of a war prison. 
A paroled man need not fight any more, 
and to give a parole is the easiest way 
out if a captured soldier is tired of 
•war. 


The St Louis police report that tbe 


city contains but forty-eight persons 
who are destitute of proper food, cloth- 
ing and fuel. There should be at Jeasi 
100,000 St Louiaans in tbe grip of 
want to maintain the average of per- 
sons in this country alleged to l>e in 
distress by Mr. Robert Hunter in bis 
book, "roverty." Evidently the world's 
fair brought the good things of life 
within the reach of the lowliest in that 
favored city.

my son go to the penlter.nary, I will 
kill him." 


This emphatic statement was made 


at the Clarendon hotel Sunday by 
Judge Earner of Cambridge, father of 
Herbert O. Barber, the convicted em- 
bezzle'1, of Cambridge, who has been 
granted a stay of 
execution lor 30 


days from serving a three and a half 
years' sentence in the penitentiary. 


Judge Barber stated that . he was 


here with the intention of seeing sev- 
eral attorneys whom lie would retain 
in case the next trial of Herb Barber 
is held in the local county courts. 


"You may state that Attorney F. H. 


Southard and another goo<! lawyer will 
be engaged if this condition arises," 
concluded Judge Barber. 


Judge Barber was asked as to the 


truth of the statement that he would 
rather kill his son than see him go to 
the penitentiary, and ne confirmed it 
vigorously. 


"I believe that Herbert is innocent. 


It is but na'ural for me to think this, 
and I believe that he will be ciear&l 
in the Circuit court. This meets April 
17th, in Cambridge, l don't want to 
free hiro on ,1 technicality. - I want him 
cleared by the evidence.'" 


Dodson Adjudged Insane.
